The basement, approached

entrances, should be used to nupply the 
great need of clean public amusement. 
Men and boys who have nothing to do 
in the evenifjgs could use the reading 
rooms, 
gymnasium,* shooting 
gallery, 


swimminjr pool, or bowling alloy, in- 
stead of loafing on tho street corners. 
There i« such a place in , Pittsburg, 
which in open to the newsboys' in the 
evening. 
The boys take advantage 


of this and keep the rooms full.

police of that city recognize the good 
that is being done and are back of the 
work. 


Covina needs an open house of clean 


entertainment even more than she needs 
ofllco buildings or an auditorium. This 
would bo what tno Y huts were to the 
service men — a real force for good. 


A central site should be selected and 


plans nhoulil be formulated at once, for 
surely no bettor use could be made of 
the money necessary, and nothing* Would 
show our gratitude to the service -njcn 
more than this, and when the task is 
completed the whole comunity qhould 
back it.

THE LEMON TREE 


Robert W. Hodgson, director of the 


county farm bureau, in a recent issue 
of the Times, writes on the probable 
length of productiveness of the lemon 
tree. In his article he maket) the fol- 
lowing statements: 
'' Wo have not grown lemon trees 


long enough in California to havd any 
definite 
information 
regarding 
the. 


length of their period of productivity. 
Thorp are plenty of lemon orchards 
from fifteen to twenty years old which 
are on the decline, and* there are also 
u goodly number of orchards nearly 
twice that ago which are- still bearing 
good profitable crops. In fact, I doubt 
whether wo shall ever be able to arrive 
at a definite figure for the productive 
period of lemon trims. 
Tho environ- 


mental conditions have so much to do 
with this period that I am certain" we 
arc bound to find it tlitTors in various 
localities. 
" Experience In foreign countries in 


the raising of lemons hus shown that 
under favorable conditions tho trees 
will live and bear profitable crops for 
a groat many years, reports existing of 
good orchards sovonty-livo and eighty 
yours of age. Planted on good fertile, 
soil, tho fertility of which is maintained 
by judicious practices, with productive 
strains of trues given intelligent care 
and irrigation, I have no doubt that 
wo may oxpect some of our lemon or- 
chard's to last that long. There is no 
loubt, however, that a 
good 
many 


lemon orchards ut tho prosont time are. 
located in such shallow soils and Imvc 
boon given such poor euro that they 
nood not 110 expected to Init moro,thun 
liftoon or twenty years.

your* was the maximum productivity 
of tlm peach orchards in this state and 
muiiy orchtirdists arbitrarily pulled out 
lite troos whon they had been in bear- 
ing that long, anil roplniitod.

of 
fertilization as 
well as infection 


with various wood rot organisms and 
that, given good car*', it is possible to 
practically double the bearing period 
of on r peach orchards."

Most of the larger California grow- 


ers' co-operntivo' nuaorintions wore or- 
ganized for the purpose of reducing 
marketing <-ostR in the distribution of 
the products they handle, and for ob- 
taining reasonable price for the pro- 
ducer without materially advancing the 
price to fhe consumer. 
All of Uipflc 


organizations, in their early stages, to 
a varying degree, accomplished these 
results, and thus reduced the number 
of hands their product passed through 
in its journey from producer to con- 
sumer. 


But the modern and highly pfncient 


i r(}.'.i!c;?rs Co oporativf: Associeition IIHS 
developed a much broader field. Of 
course, the economical marketing of the 
merchandise handled is still on impor- 
!nnt feature of the organization, but 
the larger growers' associations are 
now serving trie grower, the trade and 
the consumer in so many other ways 
that, the morn accomplishment of econo- 
mically ' marketing the growers' crops 
is but a portion of its functions. 


The California fruit grower of today 


generally, is, or at least should be, a 
specialist. 
Ho properly concentrates 


Ins full biiHinpps efforts on producing 
larger and better crops. 
The field of 


knowledge in his profession is BO varied 
nnd intricate, nnd is being added to so 
constantly, that it takes practically all 
of his time to keep abreast of the latr 
cst developments in the most approved 
methods of producing the crops he is 
specializing on. The California grower 
who gives a great deal of study to the 
most improved methods for producing 
his crops is the successful grower. 


Every successful grower must neces- 


sarily give n great deal of his time in 
assimiliating and putting into practice 
these modern producing methods. Con- 
sequently ho has little time to devote 
in becoming a marketing expert, little 
time to give to legislative matters af- 
fecting his industry, such as tariff ques- 
tions, freight rates, etc., and it is utter- 
ly impossible for the Individual grower 
to. obtain unbiased market information 
arid impossible 
for him to definitely 


know or foreign competitive conditions, 
whore tho cropa'he' is growing are also 
produced abroad and imported: to Amer- 
ica in competition'with the domestic 
prbducf.
